Professor Foster researched the Anglo-Irish novelist (1888-1957) 

for four and a half years in London, New York, Scotland and Ireland. 
Interviews with Lord David Cecil, Enid Starkie and Iris Murdoch 
gave him a deep awareness of the vitality of his subject. Joyce 
Cary: A Biography will be published in March 1968; it will be the 
first Cary biography. 


When not at work on biographies, the young professor is busy on 
two novels in the works. Recently he was winner of two workshop 
prizes at the Indiana University writers' conference. Now in 
England for a year researching T.S. Eliot, the subject of his next 
biography, he will return to Sir George in the fall of 1968.
